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PARENTAL GUIDANCE 
If parents the countty over could be glfton 
more of such advice u John D. Flatt, princi- 
pal of the high school, passed on to those 
attending a. meeting of tht Pre-school PTA 
the other evening, It would have a marked 
and beneficial effect In molding the charac- 
ter of American, children. 

Parents, he advised, should not ovcr-ln- 
dulgc their ch^dren with sympathy, attention 
and gifts If they expect these youngsters to 
5boulder their . own responsibilities in later 
life. 

Ho stressed particularly the Importance of 
encouraging children to participate In un- 
selfish and cooperative play, and In urging 
them to develop their constructive skills. 

If parents would devote more time to de- 
veloping the talents of their children, he rea- 
soned. Juvenile delinquency would not be the 
Increasing problem that It fs. 

Many of the foremost psychiatrists not only 
bear out Mr. Flatt's contentions, but go even 
further In their warnings on childhood char- 
acter building. 

In countless Instances they blame domi- 
neering parents and their relentless discipline 
for Inferiority complexes and resentments In 
the minds of their children, the results of 
which Influences may be extremely serious In 
later life. 

Conversely, they also hold numberless par- 
ents to account for pampering their children, 
and for their failure, on the other hand, to 
provide constructive guidance for their young. 

Whether It's misconception, neglect or Ig- 
noraxice on the part of parents, they should 
realize that thelf .children's lives may be 
stamped indelibly by these excessive and mis- 
directed' parental influooc^. 

Adulthood neuroses, pbyflioses, phobias and 
frustrations are oftentMes the direct result 
of childhood impressions and environment, 
and in many more instances than most par- 
ents realize, lives are wrecked in that manner. 
Unless children learn to cultivate a true 
' sense of values and be honest with them- 
' selves, there Is always danger of their later 
■ life being firaUght with complexities.

It's an alarming fact that less than a htm- 
dred well-spotted bombs could blast nearly 
, half of the people In the United States into 
' eternity In a single attack. 

Surprising, but also a fact. Is another 
reminder that hard doal mining, oil refining 
\ and the automotive Industry In this country 
: could all be wrecked with five bombs each. 

Seven more atomic boinbs could holt copper 
' refining, and the steel Industry would crum- 
ple under onother 10. If enemy planes could 
drop 20 more bombs at key positions It would 
mean knocking out such strategic Industries 
as. rubber, optical Instruments, magnesium, 
airplane engines, locomotives, radio, radar 
and chemical production. 

In other words and largely because of a 
dangerous concentration of our population 
and key industries, half of our people and 
practically all of our manufacturing strength 
could be wiped out with less than a hundred 
atomic bombs. ■ 

The only questions as to whether.suoh dev- 
astation actually could be Inflicted upon the 
United States are actual possessions of the 
secret of the atomic bomb by another country 
and that country's ability to shower us with 
such bombs. 

When we recall the surprise attack on Pearl 
Harbor It should make cold chills run up and 
down our spines, particularly when we con- 
sider the destructive power of atomic bombs 
as compared with the popgun assault which 
caught us unawares. 

If there is any comfort to be derived from 
that point, this highly significant map 
showed Idaho as probably the safest state in' 
the country from actual bombing In the event 
of attack. Maybe we're not much concerned 
but this latter point is comforting neverthe- 
less. 



LET'S HAVE A SHOWDOWN 
The American Federation of Labor has 
announced a :nation-widc compalgn to raise 
a political fund of $7,500,000 to defeat con- 
gressmen who voted for the Taft-Hartley 
labor bUI. 

Heads of 105 affiliated unions have ap- 
' proved a plan to ask their 7,500.000 members 
to contribute' at least $1 each to finance 
labor's "Educational and Political league in 
next year's presidential and congressional 
campaigns." 

Although no one has been able to prove 
that tlie Toft-Hartley labor bill has been 
Sarmful to'labor In any way, the union lead- 
era have persisted In making It a national 
Issue. 

From all indications, they expect to force a 
showdown, and perhaps it Is Just as well. If 
labor feels that It has reached the point where 
It can defy federal law, the people of the 
United States might Just as well decide what 
:tha score Is right now.

The United Automobile Workers, the most powerful 
and populous CIO unit, re-elected Walther H«ulhcr 
on an antl-communlat platform and routed his radical 
opponenta. Although he hna wtgelcd and wobbled 
becftuac scverol of hla component units are radically 
Inclined, capeclully Uio electrical workers, CIO Pres. 
Philip Murroy gave a belated blessing to young 
Reuther.

^e American rederatlon ol Labor stripped John L.

Is no com- 
munist and he has blocked their InflltraUon Into his 
United Mine Workers. 

He was Uirown out only because his stubborn atti- 
tude prevented other APL unions from uUIiElnB NLRB 
machinery In their disputes. Nevertheleas. the disci- 
plining of such a powerful figure is a straw in the 
ontl-red wing now svceptng labor's front sUps. 

KEY— The basic and comforting fact Is tliat the 
'commies" and fellow- traveling friends. Including their 
mllllonalni pals In Hollywood, have been driven out 
of the key Industries essential to peacetime production 
and to national defense. A few may remain In under- 
ground cells but they have been rendered Impotent. 

They have been ousted from such vital scUvlUes 
OS automobile (plane and tank) centers, con], steel. 
domesUo transportation, Atlantic coMt shipping and 
general monulacturc. They have been cnahlercd from 
Important novemmcnt posts Into which they crept 
during the pertod of our wartime romance with Russia. 

Although under tire, they ore still strong In ore 
mining and smelting, the food and tobacco trades, 
electrical and radio goods, and among the west coast 
longshoremen, where Horry Bridges sUlI holds awoy. 

Undercover moves to weaken their Influence have 
been set afoot at Washington, based on labor's re- 
acUona to the commies' mnchlnntlona In Fronce and 
Italy. And, of course, the FDI keeps a sharp ej'e 
on their operations. 

KEVOLUTION'— The lobar revolution against Mos- 
cow threatens to break up the World PedernUon of 
Trade unions, which was formed by Moscow and 
sympathetic grouiM more than two years ago. or before 
Stalin, Mo1oto\-, Vlahlnakl et ol unmasked their pro- 
gram tor world dcitnictlon and domlnnUon. 

Besides Russian unions. It consisted of Drttlsh 
groups, Murray's CIO. and lelt-wlng unionists In 
many countries.

AID FOR SOCIALIST EUROPE 
Since the enunciation of the Marstiall .plan many 
Americans have voiced (he thousht tliot the United 
States should eWe nld only to those nations of Europe 
which svold soclallEAUon— And either stick with or re- 
turn to the capItuUsUc system. Among them Is Harold 
Btaasen, who Is trj-lng to lit himself somewhere Into 
the Republican ticket for the next presidential elec- 
tion. 

It Is Inexplicable that Amerlciins should fear social- 
ism In Europe. Communism Li the deadly enemy of 
American free enterprise, but eoclalUm Is even more 
the enemy of communism. The communists made this 
quite clear In their Polish manifesto. 

The Marshall plan was bom of a definite thesis. 
Secratnry Marshall imid In his Harvard speech: "Our 
policy ti not directed against any country or doctrine, 
but against hunger, poverty, desperation and chaoa" 
If such Is true, the administrators of the Marshall 
plan have no right to place conditions on aid which 
would regulate the economic system under which that 
aid Is to be used. 

Any such attitude would d^om the American aid 
program. It would place America in a comparable po- 
sition with Russia, and would give Europeans nothing 
but two extremes from which to choose— Soviet com- 
munlstn on the one hand, and American capitalism 
on the other.— The Denver Poet

A. Moyer of Iowa State eoUeire, t 
national authority on hlRhtvay tngl 
neerlng and safety, todny made 
public a formula lor sale winter 
driving. It Is based on thousands of 
actual tests on snow and Ice, 

Briefing tips from scientific 
search of eight winters, the fun- 
damental rulu tor sale driving 
under adverse road and wen the r 
conditions are: 

1. act the '-feel" of the road 
startUig out. 

3. Adjust speed to weather, rond 
conditions. 

3. Slow down well In advance ot 
Intersections, 

1. Um tire chains when snow or 
Ice prevail. 

S. Keep windshield free of snow 
lee, fog and frost. 

B. Follow vehicles at safer dlS' 
tonces. Signal Intent of turns or 
stops. 

7. Apply brakes with a gentli 
pumping action on glare Ice. 

Professor Moyer. whom conlem. 
porarles have called "a reeeareh mnn 
who never talks or wets his pen until 
ho has carefully determined the 
facts," Is chairman of the National 
So^ty Council's committee on win- 
ter driving hazards. The commlttco 
Is msde up of 33 leaders In auto- 
motive tran.iportatlon. traffic engi- 
neering, safety educaUon and law 
enforcement. 

Tlafllc death rates during winter 
are 34 to S3 per cent hlithcr than 
summer In the northern half of the 
nation. 

Major factors producing thU hlRher 
accident rate are Inedequate traction 
and reduced visibility. Poor trac- 
tion la primarily due to snow and 
loe and. to a lesser extent, to wet- 
ness. Bad vIsIblUty Involve.i more 
darknesi and snow, froet or steam, 
covered windshields. 

Braking distances Increase tliree 
to 13 times on snow or Icc. The com- 
mittee found that many drlvcm 
pisce false reliance on traction of 
"non-skid" tire treads on enov 
Ice. Tests showed good treads 
highly desirable because they do 
help considerably -on wet surlnces 
hut even new trcad.i olfcr no ad- 
vantages on packed snow or Ice. 
Tests also proved that "rubber 
chains." which reappeared on the 
market last year, octually skid far- 
ther Ulan bare tires on Ice. Many 
drivers alio hove misplaced con- 
fidence la reducing tire air pressure 
below normal to provide cxtro trac- 
tion on lee. Tests. showed there Is 
no safely aid In this reduction, and 
It wenni out Ures fast. 

Concerning winter equipment for 
Improving traction on enow or Ice. 
testa were made of tire chairs and 
Sanders. 

Steel lire chains were shown to 
bo most helpful for Improving trac- 
tion on snow or Icc. On rear wheels 
only, they reduced passenger cor 
braUng dbtancea by 40 to SO per 



cent, provided traction often 
senllal for slarUng or climbing 
Rrades. On heavy trucks, chains were 
found oven moro essential, braking 
dLitances being reduced by " 
10 per cent with chains o 
wheels. 

On tractor and trailer equipment, 
however, chains should be put on 
rear wheels of trailer when used on 
drive wheels of tractor. Tills helps 
avoid "Jocknlflng" and Improves 
stopping ability of suclt heavy units. 

Regarding Banders.. used on some 
conunei^lal vehicles, committee tests 
showed their stopping effectiveness 
limited. While easy to operate, tests 
showed three of tour widely used 
grits actually Increased braking dis- 
tances on Ice. Even the best grit 
did not get under tires sufficiently to 
help more than five to 10 per cent 
when brakes were locked.

SANTA CUkUS, Ind., Dec. 6 (UJO- 
Betldenti at this YuleUde vlUsge 
were deadlocked today tn an argu- 
ment—not over whether there b a 
Santa Claus, but where lUs head- 
quarters ore. 

The argument Is over the exact 
location of the vlUage. Some say 
It's right where It was last year, 
but others claim It has moved a 
mile down the road. 

But the argument Isn't going to 
Interfere with the annual rush of 
Ohrlstmoa business. Residents have 
called a truce untU after the holi- 
days. 

Each year the village Is snowed 
In under tons of dog-eared letters 
addressed In childish scrawls to 
Banta Claus, Because of the magic 
postmark, several toy firms set up 
their headquarten here. 

For years, the vlllago has been i 
duster of houses around the typ- 
ically-rural post office, which was 
set up In the general store. 

Lost Christmas, the post olllce 
handled 3,600.000 pieces of maU, and 
the post office department started 
to look around for a bigger building. 

Milton Harris, whose candy castle 
and toy displays are near the old 
poet office, made a bid. So did Louis 
J. Koch, who runs a rival "Banta 
Claus land" a mile away.

Purchases on 
Credit Mount 
For Holidays 

More mertliandlH will be. pur- 
chued on credit within the next 30 
day* Uiui at any Uma In this clty'a 
hlitorr, Louise Hughea, mannger of 
the Twin Falls Credit bureau, pre' 
dieted Saturday. 

The rcoGon for Uie aume of credit 
buytng la that this la the first Christ- 
mas alnze 1910 that credit buying haa 
been entirely free from Bovcmmenl 
rutrlctlons, she Mid. 

Cisat controls itnder the wartime 
meuure. which fixed terms and 
paymenl^. were eliminated Nov. 1. 
As a result, the n-avo of buying Innl 
confined Just to Twin Falls, but la 
talcing place all over tlie nation. 
While custom cm technically car 
, "let their conscience be their guide' 
' ' so for as credit buying la concerned, 
there Isn't much danger ol a credit 
aprce, nits said. 

Credit burcuun tliroughout the 
country report an imprecedented 
number of Inqulrlea from merchants 
checking up on n^dlt applicants, 
Mni. Hushes declared. 

"This careful checking should do 
mud) to ellmlnal« danger of Infla- 
tion thot miRht result from wild 
credit extension," nhe continued. 

In grunting credit largely on the 
bnsU of ability to pay, merchanta 
are helping customcrn guard against 
nn excess of Christmas generosity, 
the credit manager aald. 

"Credit men agree," said Mrs. 
Hughes, "that foUca can avoid those 
'New Year'a blues' from bills by fol- 
lowing four simple rules." 

The lour rules listed by Mrs. 
Bughes are: 

I. Remember, credit doesn't raLie 
your salary— It Just letji you pay for 
your purchase over a lonser period 
of time. 

a. Keep track of the amount due 
on each charge account. A lot of lit- 
tle bills can spell trouble on the first 
of the month unless you total pay- 
ments before buying. 

3. Cooperate with credit depart- 
ments by giving them the Informa- 
tion they ask for when you open a 
new account. 

4. Pay your bilbt promptly. Your 
credit record, kept In the credit bu- 
reau's files. Is an accurate picture 
of your attitude toward obligations. 

Credit bureau flics ahow that the 
vast majority of people here pny 
their bills promptly and buy wisely, 
ahe concluded.
